G.S.R. 58(E).—In exercise of the power* conferred by sub-section (1) of sec¬ 
tion 11 ol the Salaries and Allowances of Ministers Act, 1952 (58 of 1952), the 
Central Government hereby make* the following rules further to amend the 
Ministers’ (Allowances, Medical Treatment and other Privileges) Rules. 1957, 
namely.— 

1 (1) These rules may be called the Ministers’ (Allowances Medical Treat¬ 
ment and othpr Privileges) Amendment Rules, 1977 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 23rd of December, 
1970 

2. In sub j rule (2) of rule 3 of the Ministers’ (Allowances, Medical Treatment 
and other Privileges) Rules, 1957, clause (e) shall b e omitted, and clauses (f) 
and (g) shall be renumbered as clauses (e) and (f) respectively 
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Explanatory Memorandum 

Under sub-rule (1) of rule 3 of the Ministers' (Allowances. Medical Treatment 
and other Privileges) Rules, 1957, every Minister who is a member of the Cabinet 
as given sumptuary allowance of Rs, 500 per mensem. Sumptuary allowance to 
Ministers, other than members of the Cabinet, is determined In each case having 
regard to the requirements of the particular assignment of the Minister. Under 
clause (e) of sub-rule (2) of rule 3 of the aforesaid rules, the Minister of Com¬ 
merce was granted a sumptuary allowance of Rs. 250 per mensem. Consequent 
on the last reshuffle of the Cabinet, the Minister of Commerce became a member 
of the Cabinet with effect from the afternoon of 23rd December, 1976. As the 
Minister of Commerce is now entitled to a sumptuary allowance of Hs. 500 per 
mensem with effect from the afternoon of 23rd December, 1976, clause (e) of 
sub-rule (2) of rule 3 of the said rules ha s to be retrospectively omitted It Is 
certified that the interests of no one will be adversely affected by the amend¬ 
ment being given retrospective operation.
